It is very vola- 
tile, i.e., it vaporizes rapidly at or- 
dinary temperatures; anyone who bas 
spilled a littly on the floor will have 
noticed that it disappears quickly, 
This vapor is very inflamaetle and 
mixed with the proper proporviicn of 
air it will explode with yreat vio- 
lence lif ignited. The vavor fren one 
pint of gasoline will make over 260 
cubic feet of air explos ve, 

Gasoline vapor is heavier than air 
and consequently it falls to the fle or 
it has been known to !4 carried a- 
long the floor by: a draft and ignit- 
ed a considerable distanee fron its 
source, | 

Gasoline therefore is excremely dan- 
gerous to life and property and it 
should be handled as carefully as 
gunpowder or othcr explosive. Tew 
people realize this, with the result 
that eVery year we have » large num 
ber of serjous: fires, frequenvty ace 
companied by loss of life. \ 

Since the invention of the 
mobile the consumption of yzasoline 
has increased enormously. It i. e?¢o 
used extensively for cleaning and to 
a considerable extent for lehting 
and in stoves for cooking; in “short 
it is an exceedingly useful commod- 
ity and it is highly imporsaat that 
the public should be made acquiant- 
ed with its. properties and hazards. 

The only safe place to kee) yaso- 
linc is outside and the larger the 
quantity the further it should 1 ¢ 
kept away from buildings; in towns, 
no larger quantity than one barrel 
should be kept on any one premisce 
in the business district cr other con- 
gested parts and this shonld te at 
Feast. 10 feet away from any puild- 
ing. The best way for hardware 
stores, garages etc., to keep  gaso- 
line is in an underground tan‘. fitted 
with pump and hose. 

Gasoline should never be purchased 
in bottles or coal oii cans, but only 
in cans painted read and marked 
“Gasoline’’ bottles are apt to be 
broken and when gasoline is kept in 


auto: 


coal oil cans it is apt to be mistak- 
en for coal oil and used for filling 
lamps or starting a fire jn the stove 
many serious accidents are caused in 
this way; stariing a fre with *coal 
oil is a hazardous proceeding, 
gasoline is very much worse, 

Never use gasoline in a_ building 
from an open pan or vessel; if it is 
necessary to use it in this way do it 
outside. Tailors and others who usc 
a'little gasoline for cleaning 
poses should 
ing safety can. 

Never use gasoline near open lights 
or fires and never smoke or — strike 
matches while using jt; the room in 
which it is bding used should We well 
ventilated. 

After cleaning gloves or othe: ar- 
ticles, do nok put them near a stove 
to dry; they should be hang outsid: 
until all the gasoline has evaporated. 
In cleaning silk there is gneat danger 
of the gasoline being ignited by a 
spark caused by the generation of 
frictional eleciricity, especially jf the 
silk is washed and rubbed in the gas- 
oline; this shouid only be dons out- 
side and considerable care exercised 
better still, send it téd a

If you use a gaSoline stove, never 
attempt to fill the tank with a burn- 
er lighted and bg careful not to spili 
any gasoline.

During (1918, 135 persons wete repor- 
ted burned to death in Canada by 
gasoline explosions and lighting fre: 
wlth coal oil and gasoline, and there 
were doubtless others not reported. 

Tf you don’t want to have your 
name .on the list in some future year 
you may prevent it by exercising 
care in handling this useful but dan- 
gerous material,

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BELLING WOOL FOR FARMERS 


To imcreasy its busincss sixfold in 
one year is an experience which few 
enterprises can boast in timbs like 
these, yet this is the record cf the 
Alberta Provincial Sheep Breedprs’ 
Association, which is doing 50 much 
to ‘build up the sheep -breeding indus- 
try in the province. 

One of the means used to encour- 
age the sheep industry which will jn 
time be one of the iargest in the 
province,is that of securing the high- 
est possible market price for wool. 
Last year approximately 1600 fleeces 
were sold through the association; 
this year over ien thousand will be 
handled. Bringing these flozces down 
to pgunds, shillings and pence, last 
year the wool handled by the assoc- 
jation amounted to about 12,500 Ibs 
this year the amount has increased 
to about 80,000. ‘This was represent- 
ed jn money by a return of $3,592.95 
to thirty-one farmers in 1915. This 
year the farmers will receive about 
$30,000 for their wool. This will be 
divided among about 125 farmers 
who have ayailed themselves of the 
way of disposing ‘of their wool, be- 
‘ing unable to secure a higher price 
elsewhere, 

The Alberta Provincial Sheep Bree- 
ders’ Association has a membership 
of 216. A.B. Campbell is president; 
Geo. R. Ball of West Salisbury is 
vice-president, and W. J. Stark ls 
; Secretary, The directors are D. W. 
Warner, James McCaig, J. J. Fergus- 
on of Edmonton, R. C. Young, of 
Millet and Wm. Gilbert of Stony 
Plain. 

This is a busy time for the assoc- 
iation, since the wool is arriving 

jand going through the grading sys- 
tem on the exhibition grounds at 
Edmonton, The systen of govern- 
ment grading was decided: on by the 
government when investigation prov- 
ed that the Canadian manufacturers 
would not buy Canadian grown woel 
Ttiwas felt that this'condition of af- 
fairs should not be allowed to con- 
tinue; that something could be done 
which would increase the sheep breed 
‘ing industry and also get the manu- 
facturers interested, Nine graders 
are out, and in Alberta alone these 
men will handle over three million 
pounds of wool, as_ against 500,000 
jPounds graded last year. 

The Edmonton Exhibition Asgociat 
ion co-operate with the Sheep Breed- 
ers Association in this regard by 
placing the buildings for handlinz the 
wool at the disposal of the Shee r 
Breeders’ association, by gendiag ont 
instructions to the farmers as to the 
best way of handling their wen! {o 
Secure the highese possible prica, Ly 
sending out sacks and twine for ship 
ping. purposes, and also Plating at 
thy disposal of the latter assoziation 
the exhibition office; which is inst 
becoming the clearinghouse for. 0 
live stock questions in this part of 
the province, 

On yeceiving their instructiias, tke 
farmers tice the fleeces in bundles, 
sack them and ship them to Mdmon- 
ton, This is the beginning cf tho 
system which carries the wool fTrom 
the producer to the consumer, with 
satisfactory results all around. At 
the grounds it is turned over to the 
graders, who turn out the SUeks, 
keeping a strict record of all wool; 
grade the wool according to the {ex- 
ture, then according to elearlinss; 
repack the sacks, after whi: it js 
Weighod, and each sack stamped with 
the government, stamp, weight and 
quality and the number of the con- 
signer. iN 
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And while we are talking about 
war time extravagance don’t blame 
it all on the women.

SUGGEST REORUITING .A‘U.F.A. 
BATTALION 


The question of recruiting a Unit- 
ed Farmers of Alberta battalion was 
One raised at the conference in Wd- 
monton yesterday afternoon, of the 
pigsident and directors of that asso- 
ciation with Major Kerby, chief re- 
cruiting officer for Alberta, President 
H. W. Wood, first vice President W. 
D. Trego, second vice president 7%. 
L. Dunham, and third vice president 
Rice Sheppard, directors of the large 
reprpRentative farmers’ organization 
of the province, instructed Secretary 
P. P. Woodbridge, U.I.A., to circu- 
larize the local unions and receive 
their instructions as to whether they 
wish ,to proceed in the matter, 

Among the more important quest- 
ions discussed at ‘this directors meet- 
ing was the most eflicient means of 
utilizing the military forces of Al- 
berta in the saving of the present 
crop of the province. 

Among the many suggestions offer- 
ed at the meeting by Major Kerby 
in aid of extensive recruiting throu- 
ghout the province were: That a 
military and labor bureau be estab- 
lished at Sarcee and issue the follow 
ing application form for thote farm- 
ers needing help; ether fur farmers 
wishing to apply collectivaly or for 
individual applicants. Affidavits in 
either case to be required. 

No. 1.—Full name, married or sin- 
gle and nationafity. 

2nd.—Number of male help eligible 
for military service, over 17 years of 
age, including owner and family. 

3rd.—Post. office address and sect- 
ional description of land. 

4th,—Number of acres under crop. 

Sth.—Are you willing to use your 
influence in persuading eligible help 
for enlistment. 

That the United Farmers of Alber- 
ta have contributed already over 1,- 
000 men to the strength of overseas 
forces was the statement of Secret- 
ary P. P. Woodbridge, Rice Shep- 
pard, third vice president of the or- 
ganization, believes that from the 
five hundred or more locals through- 
oul the province, it would not bea 
difficult matter to get two men from 
each local in the formation of a Un- 
ited Farmers of Alberta battalion as 
proposed by Major Kerby. The Ma- 
jon also proposed a local committee 
system, whereby a committee from 
each local could jook after its own 
recruiting interests. Other’ possibil- 
ities of the UF. of Alberta being 
able to give direct aid to recruiting 
were discussed, Major Kerby stating 
that war, agriculture and recruiting 
should be run on a co-operative has- 
is, although he did not believe in 
depleting the necessary farm help, 
despite the fact that the empire need 
ed in its ranks at the present time 
every ‘available man.

Western IJnterprovincial Bureau of 
Social Research, has just issued a 
questionnaire on rural community 
work, . ‘Think of some of the impor- 
tant community problems that are 
lrorcing themselves upon our consid- 
eration,’’ he says. ‘‘What shall we 
‘substitute for the bar-room? What 
shall we do with the hotels? Can 
the regenerated hotel become a soc- 
ial centre? Could a rest room bo 
provided in each hotel? Could the 
district nurse occupy one or two of 
the rooms? Why not a library and 
reading room and games room?' 

“The non-English immigrant is to 
be found in most districts, He is 
here to stay. His children will mar- 
ry your children. Is he contribut- 
ing his part in the upbuilding of our 
national life? Does he understand 
our Canadian life and ideals? Have 
we given him a fair deal? Have we 
given him a chance to learn English? 
What opportunities are therefor him 
to gain a knowledge of our political 
affairs? 

“A campaign for better schools is 
being carried on in some districts. 
Why not in every community on the 
prairie? Is the present curriculum 
suited to conditions in rural district 
Is it training our boys and girls for 
better and efficient citizenship? Is 
ithe schoo! doing the broader educa- 
tional work needed in your district? 
We say that the welfare of our chil- 
dren is our chief concern. Is the 
school teacher the bggest man or 
the most competent woman in the 
community—the most honored—t he 
best paid? 

‘In view of these and other prob- 
lems, one of the first steps seems to 
be a careful study of existing condi- 
tions and needs and of successful 
lines of work. One practical result 
of widespread interest in such ast. 
dy should be the development ,of the 
‘Sociaf Centre: Movement,’ that will 
fead to the unification of country life 
A second practical result should — be 
the training of an intelligent elect- 
orate which would ultimately mean 
intelligent legislators, intelligent leg 
islation and intelligent local ,admin- 
istration.”
